THE FIRE ALARUM WAKES A DOZEN 


PEOPLE TO DIE. 


A Dreadful Apprehension that There 


May Be a Score More ... 


Victims. 


Cncsts of u IIuHnlo Uotol Housed from 


Thoir Slumltcrs by tlio Flamca—Heart- 
rending Scones ana Sounds In tlio Barn- 
h\K -Building—Eiporloiicos of Somo ol 
Tlio Snvctl — Xtomarloiblo Escapes—A 
I.on£ I-lst or ^Vouiidotl. 


BciTALO, N. Y., March 10.-This city was 


visited by a frightful disaster about 3:30 a. 
ui. Friday, by which it is estimates that 
tvrolvo parsons lost their lives by flro and 
some twenty wcro more or loss scorched and 
otherwise injured. At tho hour named tho 
dreadful cry of fire rang through tho corri- 
dors of the Richmond hotol, corner o£ Main 
and Eaglo streets, and almost before tho 
startled guests realized tho purport oC tho 
alarm Iho roady elevator shaft and stair- 
•wa}-s had carried tho names and sraolco to 
nearly every part oC tho building. Of courso 
course there ^-as n, mad rush of frightoncd 
people, and many, thank fortune, wore sue- 
successful in reaching tho stoot unhnrt, but 
nono with any groat portion of thoir clothos 
or baggago. At tho v.-indowa tho people in 
tho streets could soo unfortunates wildly call- 
ing for help, which war, slow coming, chiefly 
bocauso of tho presence of tho overhead tolo- 
grnph wires, which made tho work of getting 
up tho long ladders extremely difficult. 


In tho meantime tho screams and shrieks 


of the imprisoned pcoplo was appalling, and 
sickened tho stoutest hearts, bocauso of tho 
impossibility of doing inoro than tho .flro- 
mon were already working like heroes to do. 
And in many instances they wero successful, 
and as fast as tlio windows conld bo reached 
those in tho rooms wore takoa out and car- 
rod domUosoCoty.

Ono of tho saddest incidents of tho flro is 


tho loss of Mai-tk Osborne, tho genial day olork 
of tho hotel. Ho occupied a room with Mr. 
Clinton Bid well, who escaped. Osborno got 
up first, hut !Mr, Bidwoll lost him in tho con- 
fusion and ho was in somo way lost. A guest 
who registered at tho hotel Thursday night 
remarked to tho missing man: "Osboi'no, 
you'll ongttgo to got everybody out if there's 
a fire?" "Oli, yes," replied Osborne, smil- 
ingly. 


The-narrow escapes from a horrible death

JACOB'SJOT NAME. 


DR. CURTISS' NOTES ON THE 
SUN- 


DAY SCHOOL LESSON. 


Lesson XII of tbo International Series 


for Sunday March SO—Text of the Les- 
son. Con. xxxll. 0-13 ana 24-30-GoWen 
Text, Gen. nxij, 20. 


' This lesson introduces us to tho crisis ot 
Jacob's lite. The new name which ho re. 
coivod is tho sign of a complete change which 
was wrought in him. 


God had greatly blessed him. A solitary 


pilgrim ho went to Hauui. Ho left Haran 
with two wives, ono of whom ho had received 
against his will, and elcvon sons, besides nu- 
merous flocks and herds. 


Ho finally broke away from his father-in- 


law, Laban, by stealth. Pursued by Labau, 
but delivered from tho peril to which ho was 
exposed from his anger, through God's gra- 
cious interposition, ho was exposed to a r.ew 
danger from his brother, whom ho had so 
deceived years before, and who was now 
marching to meet 
him with 400 men. 


Through all thcso years Esau had not forgot- 
ten tho wrong done him. Jacob was iu peril 
of seeing; all his possessions disappear iu a. 
moment, and of being slain with his wives 
and children. 


But h is presence o£ mind docs not forsako 


him. 
Ho uses his best judgment in tbo divi- 


sion of bis servants and property into two 
camps, and then in his extremity, when hu- 
man foresight can do no more, betakes him- 
self to prayer. 


THE LESSON. 


Tho God of tho Covenant (vs. 0-10;—When 


ho addresses God as tho Godot his father 
Abraham, mid. tho God ot his father Isaac, ho 
docs so with reference to tho covenant mado 
with them mid the promises made to them. 
Ho not only urges tbese, but ho reminds God 
that he had told him to return to his country, 
and that ho had promised to deal well with 
him. 
Ho then confesses his own unworthiness 


of even tho least oC God's mercies, and ascribes 
to him all tbo great prosperity which he hod 
enjoyed. 


Vs. 1W2. Ho prays for deliverance from 


his brother Emu, and from his murderous 
hand, and reminds God, as a motive for spar- 
ing his life and the lives ot his children, that 
God had promised to make hia seed like tho 
sar.d of the sen, that cannot bo numbered for 
niul'.itude. 


Answering His Own Prayer—Wo see from 


the following narrative that ho began to an- 
swer liis own prayer, although wo may doubt- 
li»s say that God gave him needed wisdom. 
Without waiting for God to make a special 
demonstration ho began to employ sucli 
measures as v.'ero likely to win tho favor or 
hk brother. 


Taking MO domestic animals ho divided 


them into fivo droves, placing a considerable 
distanco between them, and putting uach in 
charge oC a servant, who was to give a stereo- 
typed and most deferential answer to Esau, 
as ho met them and inquired to whom they 
belonged. Tho first drovo would certainly 
nm'.t'0 a favorablo impression upon him, but 
what must his feelings bo when ho had seen 
tho fifth and had been assured five times: 
"They be thy servant Jacob's: it is a present 
unto my Lord Esau; and behold he also is 
behind us.1' 


He sent all these droves across tho ford of 


the1 .! abbot:, which is a stream flowing into 
the Jordan from tho land of 'Moab just north 
of Mount Gilead. Afterward he took over 
his own family and possessions. 
All human 


ingenuity could, do had beer, done, but tho 
;;ru:it strugglo was still to come. 


Tho Lonely Combat; (vs. 2-1-2G)— As ho re- 


mained all alono in tho deep shadows of the 
night 11 mat! camo and wrestled witii bun. 
This was not an assassin sent by Esau to mur- 
der him, as some scholars used to say, nor 
w;is Jacob dreaming, as some German 
scholars used to say. 
Wo rather have n nar- 


rni ivc related as a fact. Jacob wrestled with 
n mun until tho break of day, nnd when the 
man got no advantage over him he touched 
tlio hollow of his thigh, so that over after 
Jacob limped, and for this reason his de- 
scendants did not eat the sinew of the hip 
which is upon the hollow of the thigh (v, :B, 
Revised Version). 


"Who tlicn was this man who xvrestled ivilh 


Jacob! In Hosea xii, 4, wo road that ho was 
an angel, but farther on in our lesson we seo 
that in tho face of this ongel1 Jacob recog- 
nized the faco.oE God (v. SO), 
The angel who 


wrestled with him therefore was nono other 
than the angel of Jehovah who appeared to 
Ilngar in her extremity (Gen. xvi, 7, 1") and 
who partook o£ tho hospitality of Abraham 
(Gen. xviii, 1-0). Wo muy thus suppose that 
tho Christ who was to be born in human form 
was rovealing himself in theso ways to his 
servants. And if Jesus, who was very Cod 
as well as very man, condescended to bo a. 
guest on so many occasions (Luko xxiv, 30, 
etc.), to allow tho woman who was a sinner 
to anoint his feet (Luko vij, 37, OS), aud in- 
vited Thomas to put his finger into tho print 
of tho nails and thrust his hand into his sido 
(John xs, 27), wo need not bo surprised that 
the angel oC Jehovah should condescend to 
wrestle with tho ancestor ot tho Jsraelitish 
people, when by this means he was to bcconio 
worthy to be father of tho people of redemp- 
tion. 


A Physical Wrestling.—What passed in 


that lonely hour we cannot tell, for wo have 
tho briefest account of it. Tho narrative in 
Genesis emphasizes a physical wrestling; that 
in Hosea bis pleadings with tho acgel and his 
tears. Tho ono docs not exclude tho other. 
Jacob became awara that his arms were in- 
terlocked with thoso of a man who could 
bless him, and ho was unwilling to let him go 
until the blessing camo. Ho therefore held 
tho angel, who sought to elude his grasp; and 
when tho nngel said, "Let me go, for the day 
broaketh,'1 he replied with pa&iionate earnest- 
ness, "I will not let theo go, except thou bless 
me." 


The Blessing and tho Now. Name (vs. 27- 


23)—The blessing was granted, and wi$h it a 
new name. Tho patriarch had been tho "heel 
catcher," i;tho supplanter," for that is tho 
meaning of Jacob. T!io advantages that bo 
had gained over Esau had boon by cunning 
and deceit;. 
That night tho old man Jacob 


died, when tho new man Israel was born at 
the breaking ot the day. 
' Ho who began tho contest with tho angel of 


Jehovah ns the supplanter, now leaves it, 
under God's gracious condescension, a victor 
who has striven with God. Ho not on:y pro 
vails with God, but also with man, and there- 
fore with his brother. As Jacob ho feared 
his brother. As Israel ho is restored to bis 
brother's arms, and for a time at least, to his 
brother's lovo (Gen. xsxiii, 4). 


Vs. 20. CO. Ji'.cob asks for tho nair.o ot this 


heavenly vision: but ho declines to gratify 
his curiosity, although lio grants him his 
blessing. Jacob, however, understands who 
ht.s been with him, and calls the place Peniel; 
or "facoof God."

other, without acy hiterme-diato means ot doing 
it, would be- i'oily indeed, I am resolved to-mor- 
row to goto market. All tho Intermediate and 
implied stops.by which that resolution could bo 
curried out are included in the resolution itseir. 
A resolution is a .purpose in so far as simple 
things, uncompoutided, ir.complex, aro con- 
CLTr.ed. A resolution may bo executed immedi- 
ately, without loss of ti:no; Indeed, the greatest, 
number of resolutions are thoso which, lilce the 
uLroke of tho hammer or tho explosion of UH« 
gun, aro almost without any appreciable Inter- 
lapse o£ time. "I am resolved what to do." 
Natural resolutions: At tho cry of fh-o the man 
instantly looks out to see what to do; at tho call 
of a man to step to the door and nee a stranger or 
a friend; ho resolves to do It; although tlio reso- 
lution Is latent iu sneli a sense by repetition, ho is 
not conscious of making up his mind, 


Iu regard to a preal many of the acts of u 


man's life, celebration—that is to say, tho action 
of the brain—has become so common that it takes 
placu without any appreciable appearance or tnk- 
ing plaet,1. A multitude of things—if ono gets in 
u crowd, and n man would strike him, his dcfi;m«o 
is no; t,lio result of reflection, nndyotit was la 
him as a result of experience to protect LlmsL-U'; 
and. If it be a shadow, it la just tho same, for a 
shadow seems like a substance, and bo puts him- 
self in a ludicrous attitude of defense; bo smilfs, 


uuconsciou:; cerebration, la there. 


As, for instance, iu things that apply to tho 


no\v, that, tiro uncompounded and simple, a man 
resolves nud oxecutes almost nt tho samo mo- 
ment. . Tbo chilil calls from above "Father," 
and incidentally theru Is no thought whether he 
shall or 8hn.ll not answer, yet tho train goes on 
without him and he replies, "My SOD, what?1' Or 
Uiu call lias como to him for help, and ho In- 
stantly, before the last ocho of tho sound dies out 
of his ear, is or. his feet, on his way. But these 
aro very simplo things; they aro tho primary 
forms, which afterward, becoming more and

The county doubtless 
htii a sheriff in those halcyon days, capa- 
ble of pursuing a vigorous pohey of 
aation, but the perquisites and emolu. 
mente of the office were few and far be- 
tween, and with philosophic complacency 
hu choee to relegate |the praotical .duties 
of bis office to hirelings. Tbe deputy 
alicriff lifed a Short distance down Main 
street and the meals of the prisoners wero 
bronjht up to them three times adoy 
on a wheelbarrow, and at night the jail 
was securely ('t) looked and the custo- 
dian of tho coanty's poaeo returned homo 
riud indulged in peacoful slumbers in the

It will 
accommodate about fifty, bn-t tbe number 
of prisoners at nresent is jtwenty-five 
From one to a dozen tramps come in 
nightly for their lecal allowance of a 
pound jf orackors, washed down with 
water. With shrewd philosophy, they 
prefer a pallet ot straw, a few crackers 
and a fire, behind bolts and bars, to an 
empty stomach, tie leeward side of a 
strawstaok and sweet liberty.
